PLANS NECESSARY FOR 
ADEQUATE USE OF. MAINE'S 
RESOURCES IN NEXT 25 YEARS 

Maine's resources will’ be ade- 
quate to meet the demands of the 
next 25 years only if the state 
develops plans to use them wisely, 
according to a report released this 
weex by «he Commission on 
Maine’s Future. 

The report, based on more than 
two years of research by the vol- 
unteer panel, concludes that 
Maine’s future can be a good: one 
in each of 11 major areas it 
studies. 

But it also documents a number 
of present and future problems 
that it says the state must. meet 
and: outlines policy alternatives 
it thinks Maine people should 
consider. : 

The reports. lays particular 
stress on the need to preserve and 
manage ‘the state’s natural re- 
sources, on which it says “the fu- 
ture of Maine depends almost en- 
tirely”. Future demands on those 
resources will be progressively 
heavier, it says, as mounting en- 
ergy costs force the Northeast 
states to turn increasingly to lo- 
cal sources of food and wood pro- 
ducts, Economic growth will also 
depend on resource availability. 

In order to prepare for the 
challenge, the Commission urges 
Maine people to consider: expan- 
Sion of the Service Foresty Pro- 
gtam to provide small landown- 
ers with increased assistance in 
managing their woodlots; develop- 
ment of a comprehensive mahage- 
ment plan for Maine’s fisheries; 
provision of state assistance to 
fishermen in the design and con- 
struction of more modern ves: 
sels and equipment; research in- 
to the feasibility of growing ag- 
micultural produce in greenhous- 
es heated by waste heat from ut: 
ilities and industry; exemption of 
farmland from the property tax 
with replacement by a municipal 
tax on farm income.
